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A PLEA FOR 


HERE is no uglier word than ‘ “ugliness ” if its 
full implications are admitted. It suggests 
something unnatural and at war with all to 
which we naturally respond with feelings of 

pleasure. Unfortunately, our tastes have become some- 
what drilled by public opinion, and there are very few 
of us who disregard entirely the trend of popular 
opinion, especially if we include that substantial number 
of those who have trained themselves to go directly 
contrary to it at all costs and on all occasions. It may 
be that could we free our minds of everything but natural 
instinct we should be far better able to judge for our- 
selves between the beautiful and the ugly; but it is 
only too true that we have to reckon with ihe judgment 
of others. 

A contributor in a recent number aialysed this 
response in relation to things of apparently parallel 
nature, but appealing in a widely diverse way to our 
instinct for beauty. He cited the cases of the windmill 
and the power station, both designed by man to harness 
nature in his service, yet the one a centre for sightseers, 
and the other a blot upon a wide landscape. His con- 
clusion, that the essential difference between the two 
was thatthe one declared its means of power while the 
other hid it, is not sufficiently satisfactory a solution of 
the puzzle, for there are more essential “ works” 
hidden in the shell of a windmill than are on view out- 
side. Neither can we imagine any increased beauty in 
the motor car if sleek bonnets were permanently 
removed. But we feel that he arrived very near the 
truth in concluding that the obvious expression of 
human contrivance and nature in conjunction approaches 
the ideal of beauty. 

The old weather prophet of the country often arrived 
as nearly at the truth of things to come as does the 
modern meteorological office. The colour of a sunset, 
a few wisps of cloud, the tricks of the birds, or the signs 
of the hedgerow were sufficient to tell him, with a 
reasonable degree of certainty, whether to expect early 
storms or even a hard season. Ridges of high pressure 
and deep depressions were unknown things to him, but 
he produced his results. The modern weather prophet 
—equipped with a network of communications, rain and 
wind gauges, barometers and the like—makes few 
mistakes, but is not so far ahead of the village wiseacre 
in efficiency. You can write a romance, compose & 
poem, or paint a picture with the latter as a subject, 
but who could be moved by the minor scientist in his 
observatory ¢ 

In other words, science, ‘nleont neat, is unexciting to 
the average human who delights in things human. The 
oes we get away from the individual man, the less 

we respond warmly to the things done by man. There 
was, truly, an overriding principle to observe in building 
a windmill. But each windmill built was a fresh task, 
and no two are found exactly alike. The building was 
no mere assembly of preconceived parts, but was itself 
an individual adventure by men steeped in their job. 
There is a high measure of individual response in each 
single work of this nature. In the case of a motor car 
that measure of response must be divided by the 
number of mass-produced models produced more or less 
by a single effort of will. The very idea of the thing is 
wearisome and may become almost unendurable. 
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TRADITION 


We feel that it is in this respect that values in archi- 
tecture must ultimately relate themselves. The more 
we tend towards mechanical repetition, the less shall we 
respect our buildings, and the more influence we permit 
the machine to exert upon our ways of architectural 
expression, the less highly shall we prize our architecture. 
And these conclusions deserve more than a literal con- 
sideration. We do not intend to suggest that a house 
with mass-produced doors, for instance, must be uglier 
than one in which the joinery has been hand-made. 
It is the general inclination of the designer that we 
question, and we suggest with every confidence that the 
house which is faithfully designed as an essentially 
individual adventure, and in which many individual 
and interested craftsmen have given of their skill 
without stint, is bound to arouse interest and even 
affection, if skill and devotion have not been spared. 
On the other hand, the house designed in cold blood, 
and erected by men under no other incentive than 
discipline, may make its momentary appeal, but can 
hold no lasting respect, however clever the designer 
may be. 

Now we seem to be getting nearer to the truth as to 
architectural quality. If we are right, the architect in 
practice, and the architect in training, will concentrate 
more intimately upon the job in hand, using science as 
a ready handmaiden to a better inspiration. The 
effect of this angle of approach upon the training of 
students must surely be marked, and we should look 
for less spectacular and more humble evidence of the 
gradual forming of the architectural character than we 
have recently had set before us. - 

A correspondent tells us that a student.of a well- 
known school of architecture has said that his school 
had ceased to encourage éntries for the Prix de Rome 
in Architecture because the Italian style of design was 
demanded, and it was felt to be a waste of time for the 
modern student to spend long months upon such work. 
Such a statement may be difficult to argue against. It 
was often difficult to convince students of the old schools, 
where the curriculum’ took traditional studies for 
granted, that these studies had their purpose. N 
when the professors themselves, doubtless in the most 
conscientious spirit, inspire these very doubts, it is 
indeed difficult to make out a case for the old order. 
We can, however, only go by results; and when we feel 
that the clever young architect of to-day is definitely 
giving us less charm, less warmth, and less human 
interest, in the work he builds, as compared with that 
of the masters of the last century, we can only conclude 
that, of two methods of training, one is failing where the 
other succeeded. 

Yet we cannot sweep the modern training aside as 
something of no account. We must at least give it this 
credit : that the student who has passed through a full 
course of architectural study to-day, is more ready to 
tackle all the problems of modern structure than was 
the practising architect of the late ‘nineties. If we can, 
therefore, make use of this purge of academism to 
develop an architectural language of real human 
quality, we shall inevitably pick up once more the 
threads of a tradition which has been mislaid during an 
over-zealous house-cleaning.

PuorocraPus reproduced 
on these pages are of in- 
rere i buildings at 
Normandy. Dives, Normandy. The 
church is an example of 
1lth-century Gothic with later addi- 
tions and decoration of Renaissance 
character. The original structure is 
reported to have been built by William 
the Conqueror, who set sail with his 
army for England from the harbour of 
this little town. The stone used is akin 
to the Caen limestone (Caen being only 
fifteen miles distant). Internally, the 
church is austerely delightful, though 
the statuary is modern and of the 
meretricious variety not infrequently 
found in French ecclesiastical buildings. 
On the internal west wall is carved the 
complete list of names of the knight- 
followers of William, who fought at his 
side at Senlac in 1066. The exterior 
of the west front carries a fine carving 
of the Madonna and child, of which a 
detail is given. The smallest illustra- 
tion is of the Hostellerie of Guillaume 
Conquerant, a building also credited 
to William. Built of rubble, with 
dressings of the same stone as the 
church, it is to-day a show-place of 
Normandy, and is a restaurant whose 
antiquity is only equalled by its prices.

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BOOK REVIEW 


C ing and Landscape

Under the above title is published the 
Stevenson Lecture for 1933, delivered at 
Bedford College, University of London, by 
Professor Abercrombie. contention of 
this paper is a simple one: the English 
countryside has been wrought upon by man 
in the past in such a way that he has 
out ab tates raw materials a work of 
human art, and if we seek to control, to 
shape this th, we are merely continuing 
the work of the past. Professor Abercrombie 
then proceeds to examine historically the 
building up of the countryside, and gives us 
a picture of our present-day anachronisms. 
« Change, indeed, will occur, whether we 
attempt to direct nF or not : a8 ee 
temporarily suspe , are always liable 
assert ~ bor the individual buildi 
continues to crop up where it is least wan 
and where a blatant incongruity can do most 
damage; ribbon building unrolls itself along 
the roads; the manufacturer, intent in his 
own home town on collecting old English 
landscapes or building glorious universities or 
endowing social services, does not spare our 
roads or villages with his badly textured, 
worse lettered, and worst-coloured advertise- 
ments.” 

In examining whether there are any broad 
principles upon which action can proceed for 
the preservation of the country, two easy 
ways out of the difficulty are submitted for 
criticism. The first method confesses that 
there must be ugliness and vulgarity in these 
latter days of v ghee race; it Pe yg sn the 
present state o ilderment and proposes 
prescribed areas within which chaos can do 
its worst with impunity. It is, as the author 
eays, ‘‘ the theory of the localised Hell,” and 
this is the principle upon which it works. 
A tea with appliances of enjoyment 
placed in some attractive spot will anchor 
crowds of people to a small area, leaving the 
surroundi country uninvaded. Similarly, 
an outb of seaside houses tends to draw 
builders to the spot where water and other 
human facilities are available and leaves the 
surrounding coast free of building. And 
there we are! It is frankly a confession of 
the failure of modern civilisation. The 
second , we read, is as optimistic as 
the first is resigned. It takes as its motto: 
“Whatever is, is right,” or, if one wants to 


be really to date, “‘ Whatever is func- 
tional is right.”” Professor Abercrombie asks 
the question : ‘‘ What is functionaliem?” and 


quite rightly leaves us to think of a number 
of things that we know are functional and 
are horribly ugly. 

When we come to the ideal, we find that 
it is “the instinctive doing of the 
right. thing.” To await this improvement of 
public taste and ‘the perfection of architec- 
tural education would be clearly the right 
thing to do. So we read, but the death 
warrant is written equally clearly in the re- 
mainder of the sentence: “if it were not 
certain that rural England would be finally 
defaced in the process.” It is a diagnosis 
with which we agree. 

And so we come to control, and Professor 
Abercrombie has a few words to say about 
that in its relation to the panel system de-

Sm,—I have been requested by Signor 
Alberto Calza Bini, the President of the 
Organising Commuttee and of the National 
Fascist Syndicate of Architects of Italy, to 
state that in spite of rumours to the con- 
trary, which have no basis in fact, the above 
Congress will definitely take place.

Mardale to be Submerged. 


Smr,—As is well known, Mardale, in the 
Lake District, is threatened with submergence 
for the same reason that some years ago the 
waters of Thirlmere were deepened. Both 
Haweswater and Thirlmere are to supply the 
City of Manchester with water. Thirlmere, 
which is dammed, now sends its water south- 
ward through a pipe which pierces Dunmail 
Raise; Haweswater has been approached by 
means, I understand, of a pepe tunnel, to 
send its water to the same destination, and a 
dam is now in course of construction at one 
end. 

It is uncertain whether, as a result, the 
appearance of Haweswater will be improved. 
Will it also, like Thirlmere, be a reserved 
stretch of water? Thirlmere is protected by 
thickets and fences, and for obvious reasons 
it has become a “ preserve.” We must 
be thankful, however, for the public 
viewpoint provided on one side of the 
lake. Haweswater, long and _ tortuous, 
more like a stretch of river than a 
lake, will achieve a shape which those better 
acquainted with it than myself have no doubt 
visualised. Boards placed in the shelving 
ground on one side of the lake mark the 
height to which the water will rise. The 
farmers have been warned to leave. Several 
houses will be affected as well as the church 
of Mardale. Teas are still offered to visitors 
in the dale, and cattle browse and chew, bliss- 
fully ignorant of a trek to a new pasture. 
When all is said and done, one cannot help 
being sorry for people who must leave their 
homes. 

The last service has already taken place 
inside the church, which is now closed, but 
is opened to visitors, who, apparently, can 
apply for the key at the farmhouse opposite. 
[ should be glad to know what is to the 
fate of Mardale Church. There is a rumour

With some difficulty I visited Mardale on 
September 3, and saw the church, which 
seemed to be in fair condition. It consists, 
as the rough plan shows, of a nr 
tower engaged with a rectangular buildi 
covered by a slate roof carried upon truises 
the king-post type, with isolated struts and 
cambered ties. e trusses may be ancient. 
The walls, about three feet thick, show ex- 
ternally a slate construction, and some of 
them are rendered, gt sone for the same 
reason as are those of Grasmere Church, It 
was noticeable that a flooded building occu- 
pied by myself discharged water through the 
joists of the slate-blocks as if were 
sluices. The joints between the slate-blocks 
are not pointed, and rendering may be a 
common remedy in this district. 

At Mardale, the church is lit by windows 
most of which are built of monoliths, the 
lintols being cut into segmental heads. The

elaborate vane capped by a figure of the 
Paschal Lamb, carrying a flag, an appropriate 
emblem for a region of shepherds, crowns 
the tower, which is also roughly battlemented. 
Some of the fittings are attractive, especially 
the gallery, which occupies the western 
end of the church. The altar rails enclosin 
a little semi-circular altar, the screen an 
the little panelled pulpit, are superior to 
what is commonly found in a village church.

Str,—Before coming to a consideration of 
“* Positive’s ’’ suggested changes in the com- 
petition system, I should like to join issue 
with him on his ——s statement that 
“competitions help to fill profitably those gaps 
between jobs which occur in most offices,” 
It is seldom that more than three premiums 
are offered in open competitions, and, assum- 
ing that a hundred ‘architects submit designs, 
ninety-seven will receive no reward. I fail to 
see where the profit comes in for the majority, 
unless it is the profit of experience, to 
which no cash value can be attached, and 
** Positive '’ does not appear to mean this. 

The open competition system, notwith- 
standing its many well-known advantages, 
js a very wasteful way of obtaining a design, 
and by no means guarantees that a good 
one will be forthcoming. I recall an instance, 
some years ago, in which the assessor of a 
competition felt called upon to advise the pro- 
moters that among more than a hundred de- 
signs submitted not one was good enough 
to be carried out. Hf it could be guaranteed 
that a good proportion of thoroughly com- 
petent architects would compete every time, 
the system might be held to justify itself, but 
there is no such guarantee. The limited com- 
petition, in which a small number of experts 
are selected, and paid a fee to compete is, 
to my mind, a more satisfactory method, 
but I realise that there are objections to it. 
The open competition system is at best a 
compromise, but as it has the general support 
of the profession it is perhaps waste of time 
to discuss alternatives.

If the views of the promoters 
are thus secured, it may be reasonably 
assumed that the assessor's award will give 
satisfaction. The su tion that the assessor 
should select three designs from which the 
promoters should themselves make the final 
selection seems reasonable ; but suppose there 
should not be—to quote ‘‘ Positive ”’—"' three 
sets of plans which satisfy the conditions and 
will give a thoroughly workable building.” 
I foresee awkward complications. 

I fear there is very little in either of 
“ Positive’s ’ suggested reforms. As I have 
said, the competition system is a compromise, 
and, as such, must not he expected to func- 
tion perfectly. I fail to see why there should 
be any mystery about the identity of an asses- 
sor. Most architects taking part in 
a@ competition would prefer to know who 
was to judge their designs. While we have 
“traditionalists ’’ and *“‘ modernists,’’ there 
can be no hope of ideal fairness towards 
everybody. Though anonymous, assessors. 
would continue to have views of their own, 
and would continue to award prizes to the 
designs that best conformed to those views; 
and those competitors who failed to discover 
the assessor’s identity, or .were not lucky 
enough to design in the particular style that 
he happened to favour, would continue to 
be disappointed. Suppose the anonymous 
assessor turned out to be a traditionalist, and 
all the desi sent in were modernist in 
character. f a quandary! Should he 
make an award, or resign his assessorship ’ 

All that one can usefully suggest is that 
there should be no leaning towards any par- 
ticular school of thought in the appointment 
of assessors. (I do not suggest that there 
is.) Let the honours go round, and every- 
body should be satisfied. If an architect 
feels that a certain assessor is likely to be 
unsympathetic towards some _ particular 
manner of design that he, the competitor, 
favours, then he can refrain from compet- 
ing; he is not obliged to waste his time. 
The competition system is a gamble, and 
though “hope springs eternal in the human 
breast,” the average competitor knows quite 
well that in any case the odds are heavily 
against him. feel that no amount of 
tinkering such as ‘Positive’ suggests will 
ever mould into a satisfactory instrument 
such a fundamentally speculative institution 
as the competitive system.

Although complete rescue corps been 
established, it was not until 1933 that a 
central station was provided on a site in 
Ellenbrook-road, Boothstown, near Man- 
chester, which is a convenient centre for the 
whole of the coalfield. 

The site of the rescue station is four acres 
in extent, and the complete group consists of a 
central station, superintendent’s and instruc- 
tors’ houses and six pairs of semi-detached 
houses to accommodate two permanent rescue

Electric services are provided 
throughout for all services, including cook- 
ing. In the central station garage there is 


provision for three rescue vans, besides ser- 
vice cars. The vans have all the rescue 
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equipment necessary after an explosion or

Srest anp Iron Worker.—A new name is 
introduced to replace ‘‘ Smith and Founder,” 
as the old title has no — reference to 
the manufacture of steel, the smith. being the 
worker in wrot- and the founder in cast-iron. 
This trade has been almost entirely rewritten. 
The rule that steel joists are to be measured 
to full feet in length, probably the most 
disregarded rule in the old edition, has dis- 
appeared, and all steelwork is now to be 
measured net. 

Two separate methods of measurement are 
now laid down, one for steel-frame structures 
and one for buildings that are not steel- 
framed. The conditions of tendering are 
usually quite different in these two cases, and 
the methods of measurements are varied 
accordingly. 

Bolts, whether in connection with steel- 
work or otherwise, are to be given by weight 
as well as number.

_ The description of short lengths for wrot- 
iron pipes is now limited to isolated lengths, 
except where in connection with ranges of 
fittings. 
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Cast-iron soil and waste pipes ma 
described as including all short lace 
cutting and waste, being thus measured jn the 
same way as rainwater pipes.

HOUSING CONTROL 


NEED FOR A SUPREME COUNCIL 


Ar the annual conference of the Sani 
Inspectors’ Association, held at Wevmaal 
last week, Mr. F. R. Jefford, Chief Sanitary 
Inspector and Housing Officer of Cheltenham 
spoke on the need for a supreme council, 
fully representative of all the units engaged 
in housing, before there could be any 
practical solution of the housing problem. 
He said that to-day the permanent heads 
of the Ministry of Health were striving hard, 
but good results were not being obtained 
because there was a great gulf between 
Government and municipal service, a gulf 
which should be bridged. The present Sim 
crusade made in history an mec marked by 
courage, energy and devotion to public duty 
by the public health officers. To the younger 
men, however, remained a still greater task 
—that the word “slum ’’ must be known 
as a social evil to be uprooted for ever. 
There were to-day few districts with 
sufficient personnel to carry through the 
campaign properly. Emphasis should be 
made to secure the adequate inspection of 
rural areas, Inspectors were too often con- 
fronted with picturesque cottages which 
were actually rural slums and shotbeds of 
insanitation. Too often clearance schemes 
had left exposed a worse picture in the shape 
of backyards, derelict work. places, and 
jagged blots in the streets which could be 
u only for the deposit of rubbish or an 
unwholesome pla und for the children. 
The experience of inspectors in dealing with 
small improvement schemes had led him to 
wonder whether there would be any real 
improvement in the future so long #8 
technical housing opinion was ignored. 
_ Dealing with the question of recondition- 
ing, the speaker said that the history of their 
labours as sanitary inspectors was one con- 
stant fight against incompetency on the part 
of both masters and men through lack of 
control in the building trades. There should 
be a determined. drive in the future to stamp 
out work which) might be described a 
tinkering and bodging. There was absence 
from the recent Act of a minimum sta 
of fitness for the guidance of the authorities 
and. their officers. The recent Act might be 
described as meeting a temporary phase ¢ 
the housing question, but it was only fait 
to give it a trial.

Housing. 

In the introductory chapter it is stated 
that at the Armistice the number of working- 
class dwellings was about 8,000,000, but this 
general pool of housing accommodation has 
been increased by more than two and a half 
millions of new houses, of which 790,700 have 
heen ee local authorities under 
subsidy, and 1,425,700 b ivate enterprise 
without subsidy. Sahatlien ware abolished 
in general by the Act of 1933, and since that 
Act was passed over 500,000 houses have been 
provided without subsidy, and of this number 
290,000 have been built in the twelve months 
March, 1934, to March, 1935. Houses built 
for rehousing in connection with 
slum clearance are not included in the above 
figure, but in addition 32,700 houses for

As regards subsidies, the Act of 1935 now 

enables special subsidies to be claimed on 
certain conditions in connection with slum 
clearance and overcrowding, and it must be 
noted that the provisions of the 1930 Act 
as to the slum clearance subsidy are not 
repealed, and that the Act of 1 contains 
a special subsidy for the relief of overcrowd- 
ing in rural areas. ; 
_ It must not be thought that the subsidy 
is not still with us, for in the year under 
review the commitments of the State under 
the Acts 1919 to 1930 amounted to 
£13,687,000, and that of local authorities 
£5,000,000, or a total annual sum of over 
£16,500,000. The capital expenditure on 
subsidised housing since 1919 is approximately 
£684,000,000, £431,000,000 for building by 
local authorities and £253,000 by private 
enterprise. 


Private Enterprise, 

As above noticed, it is stated in the intro- 
ductory chapter at 57 that in the year 
ending March 31, 1935, 290,000 houses were 
built without subsidy, but at 155 it 
will be seen that 286,050 of 
were built by private enterprise, and the 
particulars of these houses there given are

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Of these 286,050 houses, 105,344 were of 
a’ rateable value of £13 or less (£20 or less

Of the 105,344 houses of the lower rateab 

value, 33,103 were occupied by persons other 
than their owners, and of the 146,715 of the 
higher rated houses, 22,446 were similarly 
occupied. The report also states that many 
of the houses built by private enterprise for 
sale are of the working-class type, and 
many of the working classes are availing 
themselves of the financial facilities for house 
purchase, and a sample inquiry showed that 
as many as 80 per cent. of lower-rated 
houses were occupied by members of the 
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PRESERVATION OF PLACES OF 
SCIENTIFIC INTEREST. 


_ At the recent Congress of this Association 
in Norwich, Professor P. G. H. Boswell re- 
ferred to the opportunity recently afforded to 
the British Association by the Ministry of 
Health to make representations as to the 
desirability of preserving individual sites and 
features on account of their scientific interest. 
If they were to judge from the frequency of 
references to that and to cognate subjects in 
the columns of the daily Press, there could 
be no doubt as to the public awareness ot 
the desirability and necessity for preservin 
sites and objects of scienti interest pe 
natural beauty. The Ministry of Health had 
given opportunity to the Association to ad- 
vise as to when action ought to be taken— 
that was, to conserve, concentrate and direct 
energy which might otherwise be dissipated 
in isolated action or unprofitable controversy 
—but at the present time only a small amount 
of information had been collected and col- 
lated. So far as botany and zoology were 
concerned, no systematic attempt to compile 
a list appeared to have been made, but in 
the case of geology an inquiry was instituted 
some years ago by the Geological Society 
among local geologists and learned societies, 
with the result that a valuable, though in- 
complete, list was drawn up. He invited the 
delegates to urge their societies to begin, if 
they had not already begun, the compilation 
of a list of sites and objects of exceptional 
botanical, zoological, or geological character 
within their area, and to communicate their 
results at frequent intervals to the central 
office of the Association. 

A resolution was unanimously that 
the conference welcomed the facilities afforded 
by the Town and Country Planning Act, 
1932, for the preservation of individual sites 
and objects of scientific interest, but viewed 
with great apprehension the indiscriminate 
building development over wide areas of ex- 
ceptional natural beauty and scientific impor- 
tance, and requested the council of the 
British Association to recommend to the 
Government the urgent necessity to take im 
mediate steps to schedule such areas, as re- 
commended by the National Parks Commit- 
tee report of 1931, to be developed as 
national parks. 


“THE STABILITY OF STRUCTURES.” 


Mr. J. 8. Wilson, in his presidential 
address in the Engineering Section of the 
Congress, recalled some of the more interest- 
ing episodes in the history of the stability 
of structures, discussing in turn the masonry 
arch and the bridges using it, the reinforced 
concrete which has now all but superseded 
masonry for these structures, the masonry 
dam as used in water reservoir construction, 
and the suspension bridge. 

Apart from the results of some compara- 
tively recent experimental research, particu- 
larly in regard to the investigation of strain 
on dams, he suggested that the theory of 
stability in these various structures was by 
no means fully worked out, and that the

Concrete properly 
reinforced was an admirable material for con- 
struction, but large masses of concrete fre- 
quently had steel wire and rods laid in them, 
the proportion of steel —* entirely in- 
adequate in compari ith the concrete, 
that its addition suggested a magical rather 
than a mechanical influence. age ar 
dams, Mr. Wilson described in some 
the experimental work undertaken after the 
failure of the Bouzey dam in France in 1895 
when 86 persons lost their lives, and he said 
these experiments helped material 2 Padiogend 
the situation and re-establish con. in 
the method that had been in general use for 
estimating the stability of masonry dams. 
Large concrete dams and curved dams hed 
been made recently in the United States, and 
in these gigantic structures monolithic con-

LIABILITY FOR EXPENSE OF MOVING 
TELEGRAPH LINES. 
Postmaster-General v. Birmingham 

ation. 

In this case the Postmaster-General 
appealed from the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Goddard in the King’s Bench Division in 
favour of the Birmingham Corporation, the 
action being brought by the P.M.G. to re- 
cover from the Corporation £916 as the cost 
of moving telegraph wires caused by street 
works done by the Corporation under their 
town-planning schemes. The case came be- 
fore the Court in the form of a special case 
stated for the opinion of the Court. 

Mr. Justice Goddard held that the P.M.G. 
was liable for the cost of moving the lines 
or poles under Section 15 of the Telegraph 
Act, 1863. The case put forward by the 
P.M.G. was that the section did not apply 
where the alteration to the line or level of 
a street was made under a town-plannin 
scheme, which it was agreed must be trea 
for this purpose as an Act of Parliament. 
The P.M.G. relied on Section 7 of the Tele- 
graph Act, 1878. 

Lord Justice Slesser, in giving judgment, 
said that the question to be decked was 
which statute covered the street works in 
the case. Section 7 of the 1878 Act provided 
that where any work authorised by Act of 
Parliament involved the alteration of tele- 
graph lines and provision was not otherwise 

e by enactment or agreement with re- 

to it, certain enactments should apply. 

© provision was made here for any special 

provision, and it was argued that there 

being work proposed to be done in the exe- 

cution of an undertaking authorised by Act 

of Parliament (a town-planning scheme), as 

it involved alterations of telegraph lines, 

there was a duty on the Corporation to pay 
the expenses incidental thereto. 

The whole case really resolved itself into 
a question whether the P.M.G. could bring 
himself within the ambit of Section 15 of 
the 1863 Act. He (the Lord Justice) had 
come to the conclusion that as the Corpora- 
tion was the body having control of the 
streets in their area, and as they had de- 
cided to alter the line or level of a street, 
it did not matter for the present purpose 
whether they acted under the Housing and 
Town Planning Act or under the Highway 
Act. The finding of Mr. Justice Goddard 
that the Corporation could act under the 
Highway Act was of importance. 

In his view the Corporation satisfied the 

conditions of Section 15 of the 1863 Act. 
The Corporation, having the control of any 
street, had power to alter the line or level 
of any part of the street under their statu- 
tory powers. Being, therefore, the body so 
authorised, they could, in his opinion, ex- 
clude themselves from the provisions of the 
Telegraph Act, 1878. The Corporation came 
within Section 15 of the Telegraph Act, 
1863. Accordingly, the question in the 
special case must be answered in favour of 
the Corporation, that they were entitled to 
call on the P.M.G. to pay the expenses of 
the alteration of the telegraph lines. 
_ The other members of the Court delivered 
judgment to the same effect, and the appeal 
of the P.M.G. was accordingly dismissed 
with costs. 

Mr. Harold Murphy, who appealed with 
the Attorney-General (Sir Thomas Inskip, 
K.C.) for the P.M.G., asked for time to con- 
sider the question of an appeal to the House 
of Lords. The application was granted.

L.C.C. BRIXTON SCHOOL OF BUILDING.

—— Adults who have gained consider- 
able experience of a profession or vocation 
related to the building industry will find 
ample provision for advanced study. The 
school accommodation includes lecture rooms, 
workshops and studios for craft practice, 
architectural and art studios, science labora. 
tories, mechanical testing laboratories, re- 
ference library, refreshment room 
students’ common room. Special equipment 
is available in every section of the school, and 
opportunities are provided for practical and 
theoretical study in each subject of instruc- 
tion. 


The Principal and the teaching staff ae 
be consulted during school hours and 
advise prospective students as to (i) appro 
priate courses of study; (ii) the vocational 
and professional examinations held by recog- 
nised professional institutions and other 
examining authorities in which the students 
may be interested. 

The school conducts its own sessional ex: 
aminations in all subjects of instruction which 
are included in the organised courses, 
awards certificates to successful candidates. 
In making the awards, due credit is given 
for homework, classwork, notebooks 
laboratory records. All students are expected 
to prepare for and to sit for the school ex- 
aminations in the subjects which they have 
studied during the session. 

Although the courses of study and the 
scope of the instruction have been arrange 
primarily with a view to fitting the stud 
for the practical duties of the bose 
branches of the building industry, spec™ 
consideration is given to the requirements 
the recognised examinations held by indepem 
derit bodies. Amongst these examining 
hodies the following receive special attention: 


The Institate of Builders, the Royal Institute

further this side of the school activities and 
to meet special requirements where a suffi- 
cient number can be grou for instruction, 
e.g-, Special training for the statutory exami- 
uation qualifying for appointment as Distriet 
Surveyor. For the benefit of students who 
have interests in two departments of the 
school, close co-ordination of the work of the 
departments is maintained. This applies 
particularly to Architecture and Building. 

The Institute of Builders and the Board of 
Education have approved certain part-time 
courses for National Certificate awards. In 
all the approved courses an Ordinary 
National Certificate may be gained by three 
years’ successful study in a Senior course, 
and a Higher National Certificate for two 
years’ successful study in an advanced course.

Defective Bath: Liability for Making Good 
. pistes 1931 Contract. 
m,—A building is being erected under 

the 1931 R.I.B.A, Form of Main Contract. 
The contractor is carrying out the plumbing 
work with his own staff and there are prime 
cost sums for the sanitary fittings. In due 
course the architect, under Clause 24 (b) of 
the contract, selects the sanitary fittings and 
instructs the contractor to order them from 
a manufacturer. The goods are delivered 
and are quite properly fixed in position by 
the contractor. A week or two later, long 
before the contract is complete, the enamei 
on the bath comes off in patches and the 
manufacturer, after inspection, agrees that 
the bath is defective and offers to supply a 
new one free of charge. The contractor 
refuses to do the work involved in taking out 
the defective bath and in fixing the new 
bath on the ground that the defect or fault 
is not due to “ materials or workmanship 
not in aceordance with the contract.’’ This 
seems to be strictly in accordance with 
Clause 13 of the contract. The manufacturers 
refuse to pay the cost of the labour involved on 
the ground that, as suppliers of goods, strict 
conditions are attached to all estimates that 
the supplier is only responsible to replace 
in the sense of supplying another piece free 
of charge should any manufacturing defect 
be revealed. The architect, in the interests 
of the building owner, cannot agree that the 
latter should pay. What is the experience 
of your readers in similar cases, and what 
is regarded as the best solution? Is there 
some omission in the Form of Main Contract 
which seems to fail to cover such an 
eventuality. PUZZLED. 


Non-Payment of Interim Certificates. 

Srr,—I should be obliged if you could give 
me a ruling on the following point :— 

I am carrying out a contract under an 
architect with the usual contract rules. He 
has issued a certificate for £200, being the 
second payment, making in all £400. This 
certificate has been posted to my client by 
registered post two weeks ago, and I have 
not yet received payment of same. 

Am I legally allowed to stop the work or 
in any other way take proceedings to get this 
amount before completing the whale con- 
tract, which is for a total sum of £700?

Sir,—In general, all the documents which 
form part of the building contract must be 
construed together. If, therefore, the bills 
of quantities form part of the contract, 
precedence will not necessarily be given to 
the contract form, and the building contrac- 
tor cannot be required to do more than can 
be read into the bills of quantities. (See 
‘** Creswell on Building Contracts,’’ pages 53 
and 59. Lex. 

Sir,—The contract agreement is generally 
the stamped document and might appear at 
first sight to be the precedent document. The 
contract plan and specification, however, are 
mentioned in the R.I.B.A. form as instru- 
ments of the contract, and generally are so 
ranked in any building contract. e con- 
tract agreement is generally upon a form 
designed to apply to the average specific case. 
The specification, however, is expressly com- 
piled to apply to the individual job, and in 
my opinion, if the two documents conflict, the 
one expressly compiled to describe the indi- 
vidual job would take precedence. This 
opinion, however, might be modified in rela- 
tion to a specific case. CONTRACT. 


Extras: Compensation for Delayed 
Settlement. 
‘Answer to “ R. B. W.,” Aveusr 20.) 
Srr,—The R.1.B.A. contract form provides 
for the settlement of accounts after a certain 
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period or so soon after that as the obliga- 
tions under the maintenance clause have been 
fulfilled. If these latter have been fulfilled to 
the satisfaction of the architect administering 
the contract, and there is no valid reason 
for delay in settlement, the contractor can sue 
for the balance, and in extreme cases there 
might be good grounds for claiming interest 
on the money outstanding or damages, if such 
can be shown.

Non-Acceptance of Lowest Tender. 
[Answers to “J. A, D.,”’ Serr. 6.] 


Sirn,—Your correspondent obviously has no 
remedy at law in that the Council has 
reserved the right not to accept the lowest or 
any tender, and, further, the right to dis- 
qualify upon discrepancies between the 
tender and the priced schedule. The un- 
written rule that the lowest tender should 
be accepted, other things being equal, applies 
certainly to occasions when individual firms 
are invited to compete. Where invitations 
are advertised, however, this moral obliga- 
tion is not so patent, and an authority is 
entitled to consider the policy of accepting 
other than the lowest tender. There must, 
however, be good grounds for such proce- 
dure, and if there are not such —— in 
this case the grievance is not only that of 
your correspondent, but of the local rate- 
payers whose money is being spent. The 
Ratepayers’ Association is a suitable body to 
take matters up. ConTRACT. 


Sim,—There was no obligation placed upon 
the borough concerned to accept the lowest 
or any tender, whether a stipulation was 
made to that effect in the form of tender or 
not. It is quite customary to add an amount 
or to take away an amount from the priced 
bill of quantities when tendering, as was done ; 
and, in general, the lump sum tender is not 
affected unless there be additions or omis- 
sions to the work comprised in the bills of 
quantities. The added amount is treated in 
each instance as a percentage on the lump 
sum price or the amount taken away is 
treated as a percentage off the lump sum 
price as the case may be. 

It is not thought that the quotation “ any 
error in pricing or wages ir out of the bills 
of quantities may be taken at the option of 
the council as disqualifying the tender’ was 
intended to apply to the addition of an 
amount or the taking away of an amount 
from the priced bill or quantities when 
referred to; but rather to errors made 
in extending the unit price or the totting up 
of the extended prices in arriving at the 
amount of the tender. Be that as it may, 
“J. A. D.” would not appear to have any 
redress for the reason above given,

Stopping the Joints of Old Timbers.

Sir,—A filling for joints in timber can be 
made by melting together one ounce of 
common rosin and an ounce of beeswax to- 
gether, adhering to these — if a 
greater quantity is required. These ingre- 
dients should be well mixed together when 
melted. This filling should be used hot, and 
when cold will set very hard and will adhere 
firmly to any wood.

Smoky Fireplace.

Sm,—lIf this matter has not yet been satis- 
factorily cleared, some experience from similar 
problems with hoods over steam ovens, etc., 
may be helpful. The escape of smoke round 
edges of hood is due to the low velocity of 
ascending gases due to large area. If this 
area is reduced by insertion of a false cone 
inside hood the velocity at the periphery is 
increased and the steam (or smoke) at the 
edges is drawn in. The false cone is easily 
constructed of sheet iron, and may be sus- 

pended by stays into brickwork of fluc.

SMOKY CHIMNEYS 


and Ventilating Engineers held at Hastings

reference to the subject of smoky chimneys. 
By smoky chimneys, said the speaker, he 
meant the chimney which did not properly 
remove the us products of combustion 
of a fire. It had been suggested that smoky 
chimneys fell naturally into two groups, 
those which were esablennne at all 
and those whose performance varied with the 
wind. That was quite a legitimate division, 
but he felt, however, that smoky chimneys 
ought rather to be divided into those which 
smoked only when the fire was newly lit and 
those which were not so p . It was 
well known that when a fire was bu 
under a flue the hot gases rose and indu 


ventilation. With an unheated fiue, how- 
ever, no energy was supplied and the flue 
merely afforded an apertare which did not 


differ essentially from a roof or wall ven- 
tilator—though the aperture might be 
differently affected by wind. The effect of 
wind blowing across the terminal of an un- 
heated fine formed the subject of an exten- 
sive series of experiments undertaken by a 
committee of the Royal Sanitary Institute 
appointed in 1878 to test ventilating exhaust 
cowls. The results showed that by modify- 
ing the terminal of a straight pipe it was 
possible to increase the aeromotive power by 
as much as 50 cent. One method of effect- 
ing that was by opening out the end of the 
pipe like a trumpet. The committee deter- 
mined not only efficiencies, but also the possi- 
bility of down-draught due to wind blowing 
at an angle to the terminal; and designed 
terminals-which were free from down-draught. 
A - terminal was important whenever 
a chimney was commanded or overlooked by 
trees, by buildings, or by other obstacles to 
the wind; its virtue was then almost magical 
and, in consequence, particular terminals 
achieved a reputation as a panacea for smoky 
chimneys. That the terminals which so fre- 
quently adorned our buildings seldom had 
any esthetic appeal was greatly to be de- 
plored, and there was a marked contrast be- 
tween the terminals of South Kensington, 
for example, and some of those to be found 
in * Venice. 

An ingenious attempt to obviate down- 
draught due to suction was made in the de- 
sign of “‘ balanced fiues"’ for gas-radiators. 
The inlet and outlet were brought out in 
juxtaposition in the expectation that they 
would be equally affected by the vagaries of 
the wind. This expectation was largely ful- 
filied, but the system was not a complete 
success, because, in a gust, wind struck one 
terminal before the other, and also because 
the pressure-wave reached the burner quicker 
by one route than by the other. It must be 
pointed out, however, that the balanced flue 
was older than the gas-radiator and in its 
application to ventilated gas-lights the design 
was such that the flue was not affected by 
wind. There were other ways in which wind 
could affect flue draught. It was not gener- 
ally known, for example, that the wind could 
blow right through the walls of some chimney- 
stacks. When, moreover, a chimney was on 
an external wall, particularly a north or an 
east wall, the cooling power of the wind act- 
ing upon one side of the five might cause a 
serious down-draught. The converse effect 
was caused by the sun’s heat on a chimney 
exposed on a south wall. That induced a 
favourable draught, and to enhance that 
effect the expedient of blackening the outside 
of the chimney-stack had been suggested. 


Structural Defects in Chimneys. 

If a chimney smoked only when the fire was 
neWly lit, the reason might be a structural 
one. The speaker then referred to the func- 
tion of the smoke-shelf. The smoke-shelf was 
now a traditional part of a fi . From 
time to time people who did not understand 
its purpose decided that a smoke-shelf was 
not wanted, and attempted to do without it.

ing gases, but the area of the throat should 
not be less than that of the flue or it would 
unn ily increase the resistance. It was 
an advantage, moreover, if the lower part of 
the fiue rose vertically and was not offset 
just above the throat. We had not pro- 
gressed much in the ventilation of houses in 
the last 200 years. That could only be 
ascribed to ignorance and to apathy. It was 
not that the principles of good ventilation 
had not been formulated or that there was 
anything mysterious in their application. It 
did not cost much to instal inlets for air when 
a house was built, and, if the incoming air 
was warmed by conduction from the chimney- 
flue, very substantial economy was effected. 
Up to now, concluded the lecturer, the 
heating and ventilating engineer had not had 
— acces for the domestic fire- 
place—except, perhaps, to supplement central 
heating. “The a fact. remained, however, 
that heating and ventilating were inextricably 
linked, and doubtless the time would come 
when every room would have special arrange- 
ments for the admission and extraction of air. 
In cold climates, the warmed air should be 
admitted age ge of the windows, 
which, after all, were so placed in a room as 
to meet the requirements of light, and did 
not, therefore, necessarily occupy the most 
advantageous ition for the admission of 
air. The heating and ventilation of ordinary 
dwellings was undoubtedly a field which had 
not yet been properly cultivated. It might 
be capable of yielding a rich harvest.

Welding Exhibit at Olympia.
